“We fought long, we fought hard 
and look how far we got,” senior Joy 
Franczeksaid.

While most other math and sci¬ 
ence classes have nothing in com¬ 
mon, algebra and chemistry share 
similar characteristics. Students 
have to apply equations and plug in 
variables in each case. In algebra, 
students must learn to apply the 
basic math rules while learning to 
do new concepts, like the quadriatic 
equation. The same thing goes for 
chemistry. 

Math teacher Mrs. Anne Frost 
said, "If you don’t know how to 
solve equations, you can’t do chem¬ 
istry for your calculations. The ba¬ 
sic idea is to solve equations.” 

“The basic logic between alge¬ 
bra and chemistry is the same, but 
in chemistry you are working with 
more than just numbers, you work 
with formulas.

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Students Unhappy SlSout Change 


Mr. David Masty said in French 
"Bucher" and in Chinese "Gung Zuo 
Hao" and Mrs. Lynne Huerta said in 
Spanish "Trabajen Mucho." All mean 
"to work hard" in different foreign 
languges, and that's what foreign 
languge students did due to the new 
foreign language policy. 

The new policy sent home to par¬ 
ents stated: "Ifyour child receives a D 
or F in either semester of the previous 
language year then they are not al¬ 
lowed to move on to the next semes¬ 
ter without taking the previous one 
over." 

Sophomore Shannon Imes said, 
"I don't think it is fair for the stu¬ 
dents that really want to learn a for¬ 
eign language but are having trouble 
in their classes. I think there should 
be a remedial class that they could be 
in. They shouldn't be denied their 
right to learn."

He said, "If it is for us, (Spanish and 
French students), then it should be for 
everybody.” 

Mrs. Katherine Hites, one of the 
many Spanish teachers, said the reason 
it is only for Spanish and French is 
because those are the two main lan¬ 
guages that are taken. She estimated 
around 900 students are in those two 
languages. She also said there isn't 
many people taking other foreign lan¬ 
guages, only a few classes for each 
teacher, and those teachers probably 
don't want to lose what little students 
they have. 

Mrs. Hites totally agrees with the 


new policy. "I think it will affect the 
classes and it will affect the students. 
Classes will be better and students 
will be better and we (classes) will be 
able to do a lot more. I'll have stu¬ 
dents who are ready." 

Not all students disagree with the 
policy. Both SeniorChris Fruehwirth 
and Sophomore Amity McKiddy said 
they think students will learn more in 
a shorter time period. 

The policy wasn't made to de¬ 
prive people of their education like 
some students think. The policy was 
adopted so students can learn the 
material they need to learn at the rate 
they are supposed to learn it. 

Even though students tend to dis¬ 
agree, few think the policy will effect 
them. Freshman Nicole Hall said, "I 
don't think it will really effect me 
because I think my foreign language 
is pretty easy so far."

Although the test was an inconve¬ 
nience to students taking it, they didn't 
have many complaints about difficulty. 

"Some of the questions were harder 
than the others, but most of them were 
pretty easy," Jill said. 

Bryan added, "Some of the math 
got tough, but the rest, like the En¬ 
glish, was easy." 

Whether enjoying a good book, or 
grueling over test questions, SSR and 
IPASS gave students two new pro¬ 
grams to help them learn.

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The 1995 Legend was produced during one class period, after school, 
on weekends and carried on into the summer. 

With Mr. Mike Hackleman serving as sales representative and Ms. 
Yvette Freeman as our plant consultant, the 1995 Legend was printed by 
Jostens in State College, PA. 

The book, which contained 248 pages, was produced entirely on the 
Macintosh computers using the Yeartech program. The 1,200 books 
were printed on 80 lb. gloss paper. The cover was designed by the help 
of a Jostens professional artist, Roseann Hoover. A large portion of the 
body copy was set in 10 pt. AGaramond. Most captions were set in 8 pt. 
AGaramond while the headlines were mainly 36 pt. except in the sports 
section. The headlines made in the sports section were developed using 
the Effects Specialist program, which were in 48 pt. and 72 pt. 

As the official school photographer, Prestige Portraits (9441 Aronson 
Drive, Indianapolis, IN 46240) produced candids, portraits and some 
group shots. Other sports group pictures were taken by Mr. Dennis 
Alderson and Mr. Gary King. Some of the girl’s basketball pictures were 
supplied by The Portage Journal Press. Staff photographers, staff 
members and some beginning journalists developed other pictures in the 
publication’s darkroom. 

The book was distributed in the fell of 1995. At registration, the book 
sold for $18 while in the school year and at distribution it sold for $25. 

The 1994 Legend was rated second place with two marks of distinction 
by the National Scholastic Press Association.
